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rtg-President Lincoln was a strong McClellan 
Kan until th* General wm regarded by the 
President as Ida rival for re-election. On the 
»d of July, President Lincoln wrote to 

«cueral McClellan after the seven days' battle 
before Richmond: "I am satisfied that your- 
self, officer ., and men have done the best you 
eould. All account* say better fighting never 
was done. Ten thonsand thanks for it." And 
•gain, July 5, 18«2: "A thousand thfinki for 
the relief yonr two despatches of 12 and 1 P. 
K., yesterday, gav* mo. Be assured ths heroism 
aud skill ef yoarself, officers, and men Is, and 
forever will be, appreciated." 

The President waa satltfled that General 
McClellan had done the best he oould, 
after haying kad hi* army reduced, his base 
ehanged, and reinforcement! refused, eo that he 
was compelled to hew his way from the Pau- 
Biunky, where ke was ordered by the President, 
to the Jamee river, to peril the line of kle en- 
tire array aid stores. If anybody is to 
klindly partisan as to beliere that the President 
was not responsible for the failure of McClellan 's 
Peninsular expeditioa, let him remember that 
Henry J. Raymond, who was with the Army of 
the Potomac in the spring and summer of 1802, 
wrote to Lis paper, the New Tork Times, a* 
follows: 

There are some who think that Gen. McClel- 
lan, on first arriying here, might haye carried 
Torktown by a sudden dash, and sared the labor, 
eost, aud delay oTa regular siege. If HKiiAonKR* 
aluiweo TO carry oct nis origix.vi, TLUf HE 
WOULD HAVB TFRKr.Il Yorrtows Ann IlliKX IS 
Blt'ltMOBD BOW.

Mr. Raymond, it will be remembered, is chair- 
man of tbe Abolition National Committee, and 
lias wriuea more detraction and falsehood con- 
cerning McClellan'- military abilities than any 
other man, and yet the opinion above-quoted is 
liis testimony, founded on facts as they oc- 
curred under kis own obseryation, and deliber- 
ately written after, as he asserted, he had "spent 
two days in exploring the entire front of oar 
position." 

tgySimon Cameron, who was compelled to 
leave Lincoln's Cabinet because shoddyites and 
peculating contractors were ruining the govern- 
ment under his administration of the War De- 
part ment, calls Gen. McClellan "the great fail- 
wire of the war. " On the 3th of May, 1802, four 
months after Cameron had been kicked out of 
•ffice, and after McClellan had taken Torktown 
and Williamsburg and occupied West Point, on 
the Pamunky rirer, Owen Lovejoy, since de- 
ceased, but the most ultra radical of all the abo- 
litionists of the last Congress, offered the follow- 
ing ' resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted: 

Itesohed, That it Is with feelings of deyout 
gratitude to' Almighty God that the "House of 
Representatives, from time to time, hears of the 
triumphs of the Union army in the great strug- 
gle for the sapremacy of the Constitution and 
the integrity of the Union. 

Resolved, That we receive, with proud satisfac- 
tion, intelligence of the recent yictories achieved 
by the armies of the Potomac, associated from 
their localities with those of the Revolution, 
and that the sincere thanks of this House are 
hereby tendered to MajiuUieneral O sa m as B. 
McClellan for the display of those high military 
qualities which secure important results with 
but little sacrilce of human life. 

This last resolution declares that McCleilaa's 
high military finalities secured important re- 
sults with but little sacrifice of human life, 
while Cameron with his radical clique secarcd 
Uie defeat at Bull Run by pressing a battle with 
great sacrifice of life, but with immense profit* 
for his shoddy Meads. 



sHT In Septeiaber, 1859, Mr. Lincoln made a 
speech at Cine -innali, wherein ho annunciated the 
following sentiments, which were conservatiye 
then, but would be treasonable now were we to 
print them as original: 

I say that w* must not interfere with the in- 
stitution of slavery in the States where it e data, 
because the constitution forbids it, and the gen- 
eral wellare docs not require us to do so; we 
must not « ithhold an efficient alaye law, be- 
cause the constitution requires us, a* I under- 
stand it, not to withhold sneh a law; but we 
must prcycut the outspreading of the institu- 
tion, because neither the constitution nor the 
general welfare requires us to extend it; we 
must prevent the revival of the African slave 
trade, and the enactiag by Congress of a Terri- 
torial slave code. We must prevent each of 
these things being done by either Congress or 
Courts. 

The people of these United States are the 
rightful masters of both Congress and Courts, 
not to overthrow the constitution, but to over- 
throw the men who pervert the constitution. 

Since the lapse of the five years between the 
delivery of these sentiments and the present 
time, a new power, independent of Congress 
and the Courts, has arisen— the military power, 
which seeks to pervert the constitution, but the 
Uuion Democracy are the people of the United 
States, and tbe rightful masters over Congress, 
the Courts, and the military power.

To the Demon <itir mi Cotuemotire Voters of th* 
Stale of Indiana : 

The Democratic State Centra! Committee 
deem it proper once more to address yon prior 
to the approaching Presidential election, not 
for the purpose of cfiscussiag the principles that 
underlie our institutions, or developiag the pol- 
icy that should govern In the administration of 
our public affairs (these yon understand and 
appreciate), nor for the purpuse of exposing 
the corruptions of the present Federal Adminis- 
tration, and its departure from the paths in 
which our fathers trod when guided by the 
lights of the constitution and the laws (these 
also arc known and deeply felt by yon), bat 
rather for the purpose of arousing vou' to a full 
appreciation of the dangers that surround us a* 
a people, and, by the most earnest words we 
can command, to nrg* upon yon the dutv of 
making one more effort— an effort worthy a 
great people — to save our institutions that sup- 
port public right and shelter individual liberty. 

The advantage gained by the Administration 
party in our recent State election was achieved 
by such meansaswill not enable the good meno 
that party to rejoice, and ought not to cause, ns 
discouragment. That the most stupendous 
frauds were practised is not denied by any can 
did_ man even of that party. That such f-suds 
were systematically perpetrated Is apparent to 
ns. It is tbe first time in the hU-tory of oar 
State when frar.ds in an election kav* been sys- 
temally practised on so extensive a scale. In- 
stances have occurred, and have been Judlclons- 
ly exposed, as in Morgan, Rush, and Fountain 
counties, where frauds against the Democracy 
were open and shameless, but were confined to 
those localities. Now, they have been made to 
extend to almost every point where railroad fa- 
cilities enabled the guilty parties to transfer vo- 
ters from point to point. So palpable is the 
cheat, that a person not familiar with onr rail- 
road locations can takes map of onr8tate, and, 
by the aid of the returns of the late elections, by 
townships, trace the routes of these roads by 
the increase of the Republican vote over former 
years. This increase is the largest nearest the 
city, and diminishes as we recede from It, ex- 
cept in a few instances on the border of the 
State, where it is apparent the illegal help came 
temporarily from other States. 

Thus, as the volume of fraud increases as we 
approach this point, it is evidence that the head- 
quarters of the managers and perpetrators were 
in this citv; aside frem the notorious fact that 
illegnl voting' was practised here to an unheard 
of extent. The result was the increase of the 
Republican majorities, as in the counties of 
Hamilton, Hendricks, Marion, Henry, and 
Wsyne, or the decrease of the Democratic ma- 
jorities, as in Vitro. Clay, Vanderburg, Floyd, 
and Dearborn. Many small precincts upon 
railroads show an enormous increase that can- 
not be accounted for by anv additions to the 
inhabitants either the day before or the day after 
the election. The same, facts, without doubt, 
exist, but are not so readily perceived, in more 
populous plnces. It Is manifest that the Re- 
publican majority in this township, for instance, 
is greater than the legal voters of both parties 
added together. There are some points at which 
tbe frauds were so unblushing that even our 
opponents are ashamed of them, and are at- 
tempting to offer lame and impotent explana- 
tions, as in the instances of this city, and Ham- 
ilton, Vigo.

But, not content with general charges. let us 
look to fact*. These are readily arrived at 
Without swearing witnesses in a case where the 
swindle is on 60 large a scale as this. Bv the 
statute every citizen between the ages of twen- 
ty-one aad fifty years has a poll-tax assessed to 
him. Of course, if all vote, the vote will be 
greater than tbe polls assessed — but that pro- 
portion should not vary much one year witlr 
another— nor in different counties in the same 
year. In \mi when, without doubt, the full 
strength of each party was brought out, there 
v.c!c. ns will appear by the statement below, 
cue hundred and twenty-nine votes cast for 
Governor for each one hundred polls assessed; 
that is. votes cast, 168,694, polls assessed, 203,- 
068. In INM there were one hundred and six- 
teen votes cut for Secretary of Slate for each 
one hundred polls assessed; that is, 216 1«3 
votes, and 209,312 polls assessed. The returns 
of tolls «Kses8ed for 1801 are not yet made froai 
many of the counties to the proper office, we 
will therefore compare the assessment of 1868 
with the vote of the present vear.

This would give about one hundred and thir- 
ty-five votes cast for Governor for each one hun- 
dred polls assessed. It will be observed that 
the polls returned iu 18ii.'i were less than 18<;2. 
This is to be accounted for by the large number 
of men taken oil to the army. So far as the re- 
turns have been made, this decrease of poll* 
still continues this year; but notwithstanding 
that decrease, the volume ot ballots cast is in- 
creasod Dearly forty thousand over that of two 
ytmrs ago. thus overcoming onr majority of 
nine thousand live hundred at that lime, "and 
giving Governor Morion about twenty thousand 
majority.

This shows an excess of I8,. r >72, and that Mr. 
Morton received 14. ill" thereof, and Mr. Mc- 
McDonald 1,012. In other words, ii shows that 
wherever there waa a large and accountable 
vote, as compared with the assessment, that 
Mr. Morton got It. Indeed, iu these fourteen 
counties, he got of this fictitious vote an amount 
almost equal to bis whole majority in the 
State. But it may be said that there was not a 
full vote in 1802, and, therefore, the companion 
of that with this is not fair. In 1800 there was 
a full vote, and, comparing that with this — that 
is, 129 votes for each 100 polls assessed — and in 
tlies c fourteen counties there is an excess of 
over eleven thousand three hundred votes. 

But go still more into particulars. The frauds 
were the. heaviest in the cities. We give three 
townships as a sample, in which are Richmond, 
Indianapolis, and Tent- Haute:

There is another mode of testing the correct- 
ness of Ihe vote cast. During this spring there 
wasan enrolment for military pur|H>se* of all 
persons between the age* of 20 and 15. This 
would give a number almost equal to the whole 
legal vote; for there are near as many persons 
between 20 and 21, as there are over 4.'>, yet th* 
enrolment was but 21 i,»*12, and the ballots cast, 
as seen, are 288,863, being au excess of 68,246 
over the enrolment. 

It will be seen by the followingtable, as com- 
pared with the others here published, that, in 
the counticB where Governor Morton got hi* in- 
creased votes, these large excesses over the en- 
rolment occurred. The first column of figures 
gives the number enrolled in the couutle* 
named; the second, the vote; and the third, the 
number of votes for each one hundred enrolled. 
We have alreadv given Governor Morton's greit 
pins in those counties over former votes for 
his party.

In this statement Marion county is not in- 
cluded, for the reason that her enrolment is so 
much in excess of her assessment of polls as to 
justify adoubt of its correctness, and to excite 
the suspicion that it was made with a view to an 
excessive vote, aad the fact that a large per 
ccntage of the drafted men cannot be found in 
the city of Indianapolis, carries the suspicion 
almost to a conviction. In almost every ton 
ship we have heard of there Is complaint that 
the enrolment is too largo, and yet we here see 
how mnch larger a vote can be eounted upon 
in an emergency. 

In the above table wo have had time to make 
calculations a* to but few of the counties in 
which the frauds are the most glaring; bat they 
run as before said, all along the railroad lines, 
and at some other points. As to tbe manner in 
which they were perpetrated, we have the state- 
ments of 'hundreds of as respectable msn as 
there are in the State, as to one made, and that 
is that minors and non-residents were brought 
vj> and voted without challenge, where the op- 
posite party had control of the election boards 
and not only voted in one place, but carried 
from point to point and enu'ed to vote repeat- 
edly In the same and different counties. 

Our vote in the State was fairly and honestly 
oast, and was the largest ever cast hv onr party 
in the State, so large that, if truly counted, and 
mot only by a leeal vote, would have carried tbe 
Slkte We could not then and cannot now re- 
sort to violence, Intimidation, or' fraud, to over- 
o< me sneh practices on tbe part of our political 
opponents, for that would be to poison the foun- 
lain, to undermine the foundations of our free 
institutions on the pretext of supporting them. 
Onr reliance must he upon public virtue and a 
pare ballot. To restore and preserve pnre ballot 
Is one of the labors to which we would most 
earnestly exhort you. Oar laws have placed 
guards around the ballot-box that iu purer and 
sappier times were fonnd sufficient. But good 
men are called upon to mourn that the gnards 
are broken down now, and oomiption festers 
where ones the Jewels of the people were kept. 
The oath takeu by the election officers is a sol- 
emn obligation, and imposes the dutv of seeing 
not only that the legal votes that are'offered are 
received, but that all others are rejected; in oth- 
er words, that none but legal votes go into the 
box, and that they be honestly counted. It is 
an obligation of henor as well as of religion; 
for the ballots are received and held by the elec- 
tion officer in trust for the people, and it is a 
revoltivg debasement that a man, for party ends, 
should take npon his soul the crime of perjury, 
and upon his manhood the shame of dishonor. 
Yet we know that party has carried men even 
so far, and now it is for us to rescue this high 
right, which appertains to our citizenship, from 
the contamination of their touch, to guard our 
ballots, and for this end advise that you demand 
a representation on the election board, and for 
that post you select firm men — clear-headed and 
sharp-sighted — who can detect an effort at fraud, 
and possessed of courage tu expose and defeat it.

LETTER FROM TODD COUHTT— THE OREAT I>IS- 
AI'I'OINTMENT, ASl> ITS BESITLT. 

Elktos, Oct. 31, 1864. 

The usual quietude of our retired village was 
somewhat disturbed a few days ago, by the ex- 
citing intelligence that Me great, the good, and 
the patriotic Montgomery Blair, of Postofflce 
notoriety; James Speed," 4*f Freedom-conven- 
tion notoriety, and Colonel Berry, were to ad- 
dress the citizens of this patriotic little county 
on to-day. Posters were to lie seen in town and 
country, headed — Nonca. The corporal's 
guard belonging to their party here in town 
were engaged in posting and sending them in 
every direction. Such activity among them was 
never rivaled, unless a few weeks ago when news 
came that General Lyon was close at hand, 
when they deserted our town instnnter, 
hut vhere they went I have not learned. 
Lucky ior us and them, the rebel General 
was as glad to shun them as tbey were 
him. Such was their activity that they were 
frequently seen calling the attention of passers- 
by to the wonderful "notice." Our representa- 
tive found it convenient to ride a long way in 
the country, of course on ''important business." 
•n last Saturday— we thought to make a spe ch; 
not so; it was to call attention still fo this won- 
derful Dotice. Great men, he would say, are 
to tie in tow n — come to see and hear them! The 
triple became excited, and a great number 
came to town. We heard of these great mm at 
Bowling Green, where they refused to divide 
time with any one, and we could hear of them 
being at Russellville; and here we were waiting, 
with a!nu»t breathless anticipation, the arrival 
of this heavy artillery. Sunday and Sunday 
night came and passed — nothing could be heard 
of the big guns. Monday morning was here, 
and our solicitude was not abated. The faith- 
ful would meet first here, then there, apparently 
very restless, wondering what, where, how, anil 
so on — we could hear as we passed them. 

Monday morning passed and by this time the 
McClellan men began to gather, and now and 
then some of them would chuckle and laugh 
heartily. The faithful dropped their heads, 
among them our aforesaid worthy representa- 
tive, none felt the disappointment" keener than 
he. Occasionally some mischievous fellow 
would wonder out at the top of a stentorian 
voice if those big guns had not been spiked. 
1 he sun was now in the zenith — still no tidings. 
We concluded that tbe people should not be dis- 
nppoiuted, finding that the guns of large calibre 
could not be mounted, so we rang the court- 
house bell and gathered the crowd, when tkpt. 
Ben. 8. Perkins, of our town, mounted the ros- 
trum and very appropriately apologized for the 
al*cnre of the aforesaid irentlemen, ami made 
one of th* beat McClellan speeches I have lis- 
tened to during the canvass. It tvas a big day 
with the MeClellau men. Had little Mac been 
present himself he could not have felt 
more Jubilant than we. J. H. Lowrv 
was in town but failed to sustain his 
ruined cause and party. God graut that tho 
Union men throughout the State, yea, through- 
out the nation, may rally to the rescue, and save 
our bleeding country from utter annihilation 
and irretrievable ruin!

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THE LATE TERR) III .E CATASTROPHE ON THE 
lNUIANAKlUS AND LAtAYKTTE RAILROAD. 

La kaykitf, October 31. 
At ttt& P. M. the passenger express train 
north, on the Lafayette and Indianapolis rail- 
road, and extra stock train south, which left 
heie st 3 o'clock, collided one and a h.ilf in'.lc* 
noi th of Culver'* Station. Conductor Wright, 
of the passenger train, was in tho fourth car, 
and only received a light jar. There was a new 
car to-day on this road. Some soldiers who 
in ft on the train became exasperated and 
want id to hang the engineer of the cattle-train 
locomotive. Sir. Clinton, a passenger from 
Whitcstown, is among the casualties in the first 
passenger car. The baggage car was driven 
clear through the first passenger car. Most 
of the killed were returned and furlonghed 
soldiers, who had served over three years, and 
were returning home; one of the killed had been 
confined thirteen months over his time in Ljhbv 
Prison, and was just returning. One drafted 
man from Boone county was found with ono 
!cg broken, and the other King near, with his 
hoot completely severed. One man, name un- 
known, had Ihe whole top of his head taken 
cln.uoff. Seven were not identified. Here are 
names of killed so far as known, about sixteen:

Another stride In the rapid progress of usur- 
pation has just been taken. Men in the civil 
service of a great State, engaged in the admin- 
istration of a Slate law. have been arrested for 
an alleged violation of their duty therein by or- 
der of the Washington Executive, their offices 
closed, their papers seized, themselves thrown 
into prison, all communication with their 
friends denied, and finally brought to trial in 
violation of all their eonstitutionalrights l>efore 
a military conrt-martial. If this is sanctioned 
by your voles a week bence, talk uo more of 
ccnstitutional iiberty. of State sovereignty, or 
of the existence of republican institutions. Im- 
perial power will bo Irrevocably established- 
It required two full generations for republican 
Rome to desoend from a height less lofty than 
that from which we have so suddenly plunged. 
More than half a century of civil war and anar- 
chy was necessary to school tho minds of those 
sturdy patriots till they would acquiesce in an 
imperial rule. The first attempt, made "by the 
foremost mnn of all the world," proved a bloodv 
failure. The second, more cautiously and craf- 
tily made, became a success. Under the forms 
of the old republic, with no r»gal pomp or pre- 
tension, bearing the unassuming title of ' Im- 
pel stor," or eommauder-ui-chiof, which h*d 
often before been conferred upon republican 
generals, Augustns Ctt'sar sttalthily proceeded, 
step by step, to secure In his own grasp, one af- 
ter another, the prerogatives which, by the un- 
written constitution of the republic, had been 
jealously kept in separate hands, until, all pow- 
er having been thus concentrated, the modest 
designation of "Impsrator" became equivalent 
to "king of kings,'' and has come down to us, 
by a mere change of orthography, under 'he 
now august title of "Imperor." But in all tMs 
transformation he never once took so bold a 
stride as this. Is It to be acquiesced in by a 
people who make such pretensions of their de- 
votion to republican litierty? 

But a great fraud it alleged to have been at- 
tempted for which there was no other adequate 
rssnedy. If this were oven so. does it jnstily the 
vkilent Interposition of the Federal Executive? 
Has the military authority become "independ- 
ent and superior to the civil power?" Is the 
"Commander-in-Chief" — the "ItBoerator" — of 
our armi«s to stand guardian over the State au- 
thorities? Has he grasped in his hands not only 
the powers eonierred upon other tribunals of 
his own government, but also those retained bv 
'of i reign States? Can he, nnder bis convenient 
theory of the "war power," place civilians on 
trial before a military tribunal, and mete out 
punishment at discretion, in accordance with 
some arbitrary ej post farto regulation emanat- 
ing from his own mind or that of some Irre- 
sponsible subordinate? And will the people, 
while shouting hosannas to the Constitution, to 
the Union, and to liberty, lend their willing aid 
to the effecting of this fatal change? If so. God 
hell' ">e Republic! Its recovery is bevond the 
reach of human remedy. 

But it will be said that an offence has been 
committed which concerns the army, and is 
therefore properly cognizable by its head. And 
has the President drawn to himself the jurisdic- 
tion of all cases involving the interest of the 
army or any of its members? Whcncecome* that 
right? lie cannot rightfully take cognizance of 
any offence committed by a citizen against a 
soldier, except so far as ihe military efficiency 
of the latter is thereby affected. A mere fraud, 
which only affects some private right, when 
committed by a citizen, caunot bo punished by 
martial law except through the most flagrant 
usurpations. It is time that the people, were 
aroused from their lethargy on the subject. 
Their sinmber will otherwise soon prove tho 
sleepof death. 

But the Commander-in-Chief of the armv has 
undoubted and rightful control over those who 
are under his military authority. Wrongs com- 
mitted by them aralnst citizens are the legiti- 
mate subjecu of imliiary interference and pun- 
ishment. 

When the monster Paine committed murder 
in more than sixty instances bv ordering sum- 
mary and illegal executions of citizens, in many 
tsnccs without even the vain ceremony of a 
drum-head court martial, he was a proper sub- 
ject for the exercise of condign military pun- 
ishment. But, instead of this, he was cheered 
on in his demon career by the commendation: 
Well done, good and faithful servant; "vou are 
the right man in the right place." Arid even 
alter his atrocities are spread before the world 
by the 'report of a military commission, this 
fiend is still allowed to go at large unwhipped 
of justice. 

When whole regiments of Federal troops 
from other States not only voted at the late 
election in Indiana, but were carried bv rail 
from one place of voting to another, depositing, 
in many instances, several ballots at each, and 
thus overcoming tbe honest vote of a loyal com- 
munity; or, when in Maryland, a constitution 
wholly distasteful to at least three-fourths of it* 
population who are justly entitled to votes, was 
forced upon the State to work downright rob- 
bery to many and disfranchisement to one-half of 
Its legal population by the votes of regiments 
composed in a great degree of foreign mercena- 
ries, and which cast more votes than the whole 
number ol Marvlanders, white and black, to 
be found therein respectively; or when Federal 
troops were sent to the 8tate of Delaware to 
overawe her voters aiul thereby prevent the

where was tbe vitrilance which is now so con- 
spicuously active ? These were occasions each 
of which not only Justified but demanded the 
Interposition of him who commanded the 
armies, end whose duty it was to protect her 
citizens from their outrages, fbe sin of omis- 
sion thtn is not atonedfor by the sin of commis- 
n boss each of which was calculated and 
evidentlo Intended for the benefit of him bv 
whom it was committed. 

And when made fully aware that his satrap 
and instrument, Andrew Johnson, was conspir- 
ing to effect a wholesale frond, by which the en- 
tire vote of the State of Tennessee was to be 
perverted to the support of that instrument and 
himself for the two highest offices within the 
gift of a ureal people, how dared he hypocriti- 
cally to pretend that he had no right to intar- 
fere'with one who was but his other self— for all 
whose acts he was fully responsible, and to re- 
fuse interference with whom was to make him- 
self his fellow-conspirator — and then, within 
one short week, arrorate to himself power he 
did not possess, for the pretended purpose of 
preventing frauds by the agents of a sovereign 
State which was perlectly willing snd compe- 
tent to manage its own concerns? If we are to 
ard his acts on these occasions as his •»/>» tray 
of managing his side of the contest, he certainly 
thereby violated his promise of allowing the 
friends of George It. McVUllan t» manage their 
side in their vay'. unless he considers hit way to 
consist in the use of every means, however 
fraudulent or violent, which tends to produce 
the intended result. Let us understand what 
we have to expect in the matter. 

We have thus far stated this case a? though 
frauds had been perpetrated for which the 
friends of General McClellan were in some way 
responsible. We now unqualifiedly deuy that 
such is the case. At most there is ho evidence 
ol criminality against more than two or three 
individuals, the most guilty of whom has turned 
State's evidence to criminate the others, and has 
been received into favor. 

We say nothing in justification of these 
frauds, whatever they be. We hope their per- 
petrators will receive the punishment they de- 
serve, and which can be fully meted out to them 
by the civil laws they have violated. Aud if not 
so, it were a thousand time* better that they 
should f go scatheless than that the power of 
punishment be usurped by the central govern- 
ment to the overthrow of the constitution i!

Ilic testimony of their main witness (Ferry) 
rontsins intrinsic cvklcnce that ho was all the 
v biie acting the tool of the Government in car- 
r.\ ing out a common purpose. His was uot the 
conduct of one who was sincerely endeavoring 
to perpetrate a great fraud in a city filled with 
spies and informers. Surrounded, as ho knew 
himself to be, by vigilent eyes, watching to de- 
tect the slightest act of the" party with which he 
w as propos ing to act, he mode no adequate se- 
cret of the evidence of his guilt ne used as in- 
troments and confidents persons, white or 
black, with whom tin earnest scoundrel, anxious 
to avoid detection, would share his infamous in- 
timacy. 

Besides, he informs ns that after a large num- 
ber of these fraudulent votes had been prepared 
be destroyed them, falsely stating to his accom- 
plices that thev had hern sent forward to their 
destination. This was while he was in full 
communion with his brethren in iniquity; t'c- 
fore he had any expectation of detection, and 
while he w as still laboring with them to effect 
their ultimate purpose, lie thus violated the 
eaidinal maxim of all genuine scoundrels of 
"honfir among thieves." He was not then sin- 
cere in his Tiffany. He was practising' rank 
hypocrisy. He had a purpose to accomplish 
diffoient from Ihzt which he professed. He pre- 
tended to be endeavoring to attain au end which 
he was at the same time actually endeavoring to 
thwart. He was enticing others to engage in 
an unlawful enterprise, the fruits of which he 
was soctelly but carefully destroying as they 
matured. The onlv way to account for his 
whole conduct is to regard him as a mere decoy 
duck for scheming politicians, who wore shap- 
ing plans to entrap their unsuspecting victim*, 
lie Succeeded in finding two or three so silly or 
so wicked as to fall into the snare. 

Do j on reply that such au imputation is un- 
tburifableand'nnjust? Look at the occurrences 
thr.t arc every day taking place around us. The 
country Is filled with spies, informers, and de- 
tectives, who are constantly on the watch to 
allure the unsuspecting into' the coninussion of 
acts which may be seized upon as a ground of 
arrest and imprisonment.

Hut. whatever may be the share of criminal- 
ity to be apportioned" to the different parties en- 
gaged in this transnction, there is nothing to 
show that the Democratic party, through any 
of Its constituted authorities, has given counte- 
nance or encouragement to the fraud: still less 
are either of their candidates made accomplices 
therein. If this had been the case, and if, be- 
ing Informed of the crime, and having power to 
apply the remedy, they had failed to do so, 
then, indeed, would the Democratic parly and 
its candidates stand In this particular on a" level 
with their abolition antagonists.

TaasiKtc Exri.oeioB oh tub Rivm:.— The 
Chicsgo Post of Tuesday says: 

One of those terrible accidents which will 
sometimes occur, took place in this citv yester- 
day afternoon. The propeller Tonawanda,' of the 
"Western Transportation Company," burst her 
starboard boiler while on the river "nearly oppo- 
site the coal yard on the corner of Market and 
Van Buren streets. The accident occurred at 
about five o'clock in the afternoon, and the 
sonud of the explosion was terrific Fully one- 
half of the boat Is a complete wreck, while the 
i iver for a lonfj time was full of its floating tim- 
bers. Large pieces of the propeller were hurled 
by the force of the explosion to a great distance, 
some portions of it striking some fifty rods 
away in the yarn of P. H. Brown's, box factory. 
The casualties so far as known arc quite severe. 
As far as can be learned, as yet no one has died 
from injuries recelied. There were some twen- 
ty-live hands on board at the timo of the acci- 
dent, and the follow ing is as correct a list as can 
now be obtained of the names of the sufferers 
and the extent of their injuries. 

Thos. Goodman (wheelsman), wounded In the 
hip; John Wilson (wheelsman), arm broken; 
Win. Talbert (Srcman), badly injured; Fitz Al- 
len Robinson, colored man, leg broken; Isaac 
Williams, colored man, scalded: Joseph C. Ri- 
der, the second engineer, a resident of Buffalo, 
i> still missing. 

The Tonawanda has been in service eight 
vears, and was commanded by Capt. Pcation. 
[t appears that during the afternoon the pro- 
peller had been loading along tho river, the last 
place being at the dock of the Chicago Dock 
Co., from which point she was going to her own 
dock, that of the "Western Transportation Co. , " 
in order to complete her load lor Buffalo, her 
destination. While headed in tiiis direction tho 
accident occurcd, as stated, near the Van Burcn- 

Evcry possible care was taken of the sufferers, 
add the blame, if any, and where it. should be 
placed, will probably be developed in the in- 
vestigation before the coroner, should.lhe matter 
require his investigation. 

Mr. Runnls, the agent of the Northern Illinois 
Coal Company, was also quite severely injured 
bv the Hying timbers, as well as his foreman, 
Mr. Johnson. They were both, at the time of 
the. accident, in their coal yard adjacent to the 
rl ver. 

It was impossible to ascertain the cause of the 
explosion, though it will poobably turn out that 
the vrater was suffered to get too low in the 
boiler. The vessel had on board a large quanti- 
ty of beef, high wines, and Hour. The propeller 
remains directly nt the foot of Tan Buren street, 
having filled and -unk. It will be necessary to 
lighten and remove the w reck before the bridge 
can be swung.

To unite upon a peace policy to urge 
on President Lincoln, his Cabinet, and the 
people. 

Third. To make said nominations and action 
Ibc bat is of State and congressional representa- 
tion, with a view to destroy the power of Rich- 
mond, "Belmont," and other unfaithful leaders 
of the Democratic party; and to secure a re- 
generated republic under patriot rule. 

The Cincinnati Convention designed—

2d. To secure peace.

We 
have heard considerable through the telegraph 
of their 'starving condition." Have they got 
so u.-ed to the "starving" process that iuw, 
when in a laad of comparative plenty, they keep 
up.their abstemious habits and eat not? 

A Imost a Ilattle or a Skedaddle. — On Saturday 
last, while a lot of Confederate soldiers were in 
town, a boat loaded with Federal troops ap- 
proached our wharf and sounded her whistle. 
One of the rebels, being on the alert, reported to 
his confederates the approach of "the enemy." 
The news spread with rapidity, and In a very 
short period the whole force was congregated 
a square below our office, mounted and ready 
eilher for a battle or a skedaddle. We were not 
incpiishivc enousrli to learn which of the alter- 
natives they would accept. The boat, however, 
did not land, and the rebels remained "masters 
of the position." 

The Contraband Trade. — From all wc can learn 
of the "contraband trade" between our mer- 
chants and the Confederate soldiers who have 
held this place, we have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that there is very little ground for stringent 
tr u e restrictions on the part of the. government 
with this region. The rebels have had undis- 
puted sway here for nearly two weeks, but, cx- 
< epting the articles taken bva imcrilla bandllrst 
here, referred to in our last week's issue, the 
trade with the rebels is but a very small Item. 
They are generally well clad, and their wants 
seem to lie but few. A few pairs of hoots and 
L'lo\es have constituted the bulk of their sup- 
piles. A lady's travelling trunk, of large size, 
wonld perhaps contain till the goods obtained 
from our merchants. And if no more powerful 
agencies are employed to overthrow the govern- 
ment than the "contraband trade" of Owcns- 
boro, it will survive many generations to come. 

Where are II V? — For nearly two weeks Con- 
federate soldiers have held our county and town. 
Thev ride up and down our streets, tread our 
<-ide-walks, visit our stores, and throng our pho- 
tographic galleries, having their pictures taken 
for the loved ones at home. We sec their sun- 
burnt visages, their gray uniforms, the minia- 
ture stars and bars fluttering from their hats, the 
formidable looking revolvers girded to their 
sides, and hear the clank and tingle of their 
huge Texan spurs, and fancy that we are in 
Dixie. Then we see some of our government 
officials — assessor, collector, and postuiasler, 
movingaronnd apparently as *ife and uncon- 
cerned as if guarded by a regiment of blue 
coats. We see the mailboats and other steam- 
ers arriving and departing, receiving and dis- 
charging their mails, passengers, and freights. 
The country mails arriving and departing, 
and tbe post-office open and in undisturbed op- 
eration. The stores all opened and citizens of 
town aud county going to and fro, and business 
troing ou as if there were not a "grayback" 
within a thousand miles of us. 

In view of these facts, the inquiry suggests 
it-clf: Where are we— iu "Dixio" or iu "Hail 
Columbia? " ,

$214, and a cow lost her life. As the story Is 
extraordinary in several respects, wo devote 
gome space to the details. 

A driver, walking in front of his herd, Bear 
the Brighton House, in taking some tobacco 
from his pocket, Inadvertently dropped a roll 
of Treasury notes amounting to $-100. One of 
the cows, either because of hunger or a desire 
to appropriate her owner's money, picked it up, 
and after adequate mastication, swallowed th* 
precions morsel just at the moment that the 
drover, through one of his assistants, became 
aware of the fact that ho had lost his money, 
and that the cow had eaten It. Aa immediate 
search discovered some small pieces of the notes 
about the teeth and litis of tho avaricious 
ruminant, but deglutition had placed the money 
bevond the present reach of its owner. 

The cow was now too valuable to be sold, at 
least on the hoof. Digested "greenbacks" 
would hardly pass carrent in Third street, and 
vet all he had were lu danuer of lieeoming thus 
worthless.

Tbe Cost <>fE.man< B>A13CtB — The expressed 
determination of Mr. Lincoln to accept of no 
peace which does not include in its terms the 
freedom of the entire negro race in America, 
rentiers it worth while to inquire what will b* 
tbe eoet of si: ch forced emancipation? If the 
people of the North are determined to free the 
negro, and are willing to devote their entire 
Bieans to this end, it is still proper to inquire if 
it cannot be accomplished by a cheaper method 
than that proposed In the re-election of Mr. 
Lintoln. To say nothing of the thousands of 
lives to be sacrificed in the continuation of this 
fearfol coalllct, for such a purpose, the mero 
question of its pecuniary cost is sufficiently ap- 
palling, If it be duly considered. 

The restoration of the ¥nion is an object so 
dear to the true patriot that he will hardly 
count the cost of sneh a work. But it is evident 
that this is not the ultimate aim of the party in 
power. Under cover of this, the people bavo 
teen led to pour their resources into the treas- 
ury, and to send their sons to the field. For 
this, the people are still willing to endure and 
labor and sacrifice. But the mask has been 
throws off, and Mr. Lincoln, over his own sig- 
nature, ha? declared "to whom it may concert?' 
that the ABOLITION* of slaykrt Is to be includ- 
ed in bis conditions of peace. Are the people of 
this country prepared to purchase the freedom 
of tbe negro at sneh a fearful cost? 

The acknowled.red debt of the United States 
on the 1st of October, l"t;4, was $l,9. r >f>,973,- 
Tlfi 41, or a fraction less than two thousand 
million dollars. This wonld buv every slave in 
the country at about five hundred dollars tier 
hesd, but they are not vet Tree. The actual 
debt Is far greater than this, but these are offi- 
cial figures of tbe debt which is acknowledged. 
The annual intertst on this at six per cent la 
•117,358,842 19. If the war were to stop now, 
and all its cost above this amount were to be 
repudiated, here is an annual burden to be borne 
by the people, of the weight of which they have 
yet only a faint conception. 

Th* total annual income of the Uuited Slate* 
Treasury, from all sources, beginning with 1850, 
»nd ending when Mr. Lincoln was elected, 
amounted to an average of $57,568,1120 per an- 
num. This sufficed to pay the expenses of 
maintaining the government in all its branche*. 
Theee expectes will now be more than doubled. 
tven when tbe war la closed. Take all the mo- 
ney received for sale* of public lands- add to it 
the highest possible tax from customs, so that 
tea, coffee, sugar, and other comforts shall be 
»n enormous advance on all former price*, and 
silks, linens, and worsted shall go bevond tho 
reach of an ordinary purse, and then you have 
only provided for tho necessary expenses of tho 
government. Tou have not paid one dollar on 
the interest of this vast debt. It is true that the 
customs, usually devoted to paving the govern- 
ment < xpenses, have been set apart for interest: 
but those who have gone through tbi* form 
know that the place of that money must be sup- 
pi ied before It can be so used. It cannot he de- 
nied that after the war ia closed the sum total ef 
the revenue from customs will fall far short of 
supporting tho annual expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

Thero will remain then almost ono hdndre* 
and seventeen million dollars to be raised every 
vear by taxation on the industry of the country. 
Heretofore this Usue has been dodged, an<L 
while the government is borrowing, it mav still 
be partiallv evades]; but soon it must bo square- 
ly met. 1 here is much sophi; try used in regard 
to the method by which this monev will ke 
raised; but the burden itself looms up as a 
mountain in the distance, and the people will 
soon begin to (eel its weight as it roll* upon 
them. Every laboring man's income will be 
more than tithed, and no finely spun theories 
will then persuade him that he does not mia* 
the money from his pocket. 

No amount of the most artful legislation can 
secure the working man from the presence of 
this grim spectre. It will scrape the butter from 
his bresd. It will take the sugar from his tea 
and coffee. Nay, these beverages themselres 
will be soon forgotten luxurie* among the poor, 
or n-cd only on holidavs and state occaiions. 
The farmer, 'the mechanic, the teacher, the mer- 
chant, each must give one day's work in ten to 
buy off this inexorable tyrant. The sharpest 
contriver* of the old world have given up the 
vain endeavor to hide this oppre-sion from the 
people, and it is now everywhere admitted that 
Death himself is not more certain than the visita 
of the tax gatherer. And this i* not for one 
year or two, or ten. but for a life-time. It is 
the sad encumbrance on every estate which goes 
down through the generations by inheritance. 
No cunning, no sagacity can evade it. Everjr 
cliiUl&if toil lirirn inter tlis> wnrUWi- ..iv 
tenth of his straining muscles to this cease-lens 
sacrifice, and still to leave the sad burden in all 
its fearful weight for those who are to auceced 
him. 

We have made the foregoing estimate in the 
mildest possible form, in order to convince even 
the most captious that they arc paving too dear 
for tMs emancipation project. Wc desired to 
ehnw that the evidences of debt, already issued 
by the authorities, have imposed a burden upon 
the people sufficient to fall with almost crushing 
weight, even if nothing be added to it. But tho 
hall has not yet been told. If the war shonld 
cease to-day, and tbe accounts be squared, the 
Republican authorities themselves admit that 
Ihe indebtedness trrowing out of it would reach 
four thousand million dollars. This Is more 
than double the figures contained in Die forego- 
ing estimate. If the average annual interest 
should be reduced to five per cent., tho yearly 
requirement of lutotesl would even thcu be two 
hundred million dollars. It quickens the breath 
to speak of such a sum. 

To pay this annual tax would reqnire the 
labor of"every man, woman, and child In th* 
country, at their ordinary employment, at least 
one day every week. Arid this year after year, 
to the ensl of their days. The total animal value 
of all tbe flour and meal produced la th* United 
States, by the last ccbsub, was only St •2'2.'l.M4.:tSJ, 
or not enough to pay the annual Interest on 
this debt at six per cent. Think of the capacity 
of lint single maw which must swallow annu- 
ally as much bread as the cutire popolation of 
the country ! 

But this is only the amount if the war were 
ended to-day. Alas!. it is not ended, and canuet 
be for long months, perhaps years, to come, If 
Ihe country insi.-ts upon Mr. Lincoln's condi- 
tion of negro emancipation. Can wc afford to 
provide each eo inheritance for the negro at 
such a fearful cost?

< f in idem is summed up in a release from daily 
toil. Hut suppose that another year, or two of 
this fearful strife would free the negro, and 
that henceforth he could provide for himself; is 
it worth the sacrifice? Are the white working- 
men of this country willing to bind this heavy 
yoke around their own necks, and entail it upon 
their children, to make this ex]>erimeut ot uegro 
emancipation? 

If th- Union can be restored, as McClellan 
declares it must and shall be, without other con- 
ditions, will the people prefer Lincoln, and the 
chances of negro iieedom, with the certainty 
of a double taxation for the rest of their natural 
lives? The Tribute once endeavored to prove 
bv a scries of elaborate statistics that tho 
UNION was only worth forty-eight centi per 
hend to the people of the Northern States, 
hollowing this line of argument, how much 
will negro emancipation lie worth to you? Do 
you value it at one days work iu four" for your- 
selves and children to the end of life?

Cg- The political stock in trade of the aboli- 
tion party in this canvass consists almost wholly 
in the calumny thatlhe result of the action of

They stand side by side upon the firm ground of 
the Union and the Constitution. And whatever 
peace journals or pcaco men support our can- 
didates at all support them with a frank recog- 
niiion of the fact that they stand squarely upon 
this ground. But the peace faction as such 
docs not support our candidates at all. It op- 
poses them. It supports the abolition candi- 
dates. It supports Lincoln and Johnson. And 
this brings us to the action of the peace faction 
in its national convention at Cincinnati several 
days ago. ■ 
The action of the Peace Convention Is an- 
nounced authoritatively in the address of Win. 
Cornell Jcwett which wc publish to-day on our 
first page. The leading object of the conven- 
tion, Mr. Jewett announces, was "to defeat Gen- 
eral McClcUan" and, in order to accomplish 



this object, the convention, Mr. Jewett further 
announces, abstained from nominating candi- 
dates, with the view of bringing the peace men 
to vote directly for the abolition candidate, or, 
as Mr. Jewett himself expresses it, with "a view 
to urge the strength of the rcace party to the 
support of Abraham Lincoln." In furtherance 
of the same object, as Mr. Jewett also an- 
nounces, the convention adopted an address, to 
be issued in pamphlet form, which exhibits 
General McClellan's record as a Union 
man, and upon the strength of his 
faultless patriotism denounces him as "un- 
worthy of public support." Wc haye received 
a copy of this parnpli'ct, Which is as bitter I 
Lincoln document as the campaign has brought 
forth. "The platform," says the address, refer- 
ring to the Chicago Platform, "is a war plat, 
foim, and the candidate is Major-General Mc- 
Clellan." In short, the address, which was 
adopted unanimously by the convention, rejects 
the platform and the candidate alike. Such is 
llic altitude which the peace men have at length 
formally assumed in this canvass. And thus be- 
fore the eyes of the nation dissolves the infa. 
niBUs calumny iu question. 

The result of the action of the Chicago Con- 
vention was not a compromise between the con- 
servative party or Union Democracy of the 
country and the peace faction, but a deliberate 
expression by the Union Democracy of its own 
cherished principles. The result was not a com- 
promise of opposite sets ol principles, but the 
full and consistent assertion of a single set of 
principles;— the principles of the Union and the 
Constitution. The cont ention was overwhelm- 
ingly conservative, and it compromised no con- 
servative principle. It fully asserted the conser- 
vative principles, and asserted no others in any 
way.

— Before it be- 
en nic the policy of the partisan abolitionists to 
abuse General McClellan, a Washington cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, under 
date July 20, 1861, speaking of the men who 
followed him to the capital fipm Westeru Vir- 
ginia, said : 

General McClellan la regarded by these men 
is invincible — they say he never made a mistake, 
and I verily believe* these eighty-three men 
would cheerfully march forth to-night, alouc, 
to attack the entire rebel army at Manassas, if 
General McClellan should give the order and 
lead the attack. Colonel Lander, the aid of the 
commanding General, now here, is also highly 
esteemed by the men, who sav he is the most 
fearica of riiortals, a thorough soldier, and an 
admirable leader. 

Gen. McClellan is one of the least pretentious 
of men— he generallv wears the simple blouse 
f the riflemen, #ith uot even the starred shoul- 
der-straps to denote his rank — a man who never 
wattes time— who is indefatigable in his pursuit 
and attack of the enemy, and equally uuliring 
in his efforts to secure the utmost comfort of 
his men, compatible with the circumstances of 
a soldier's life. When his line is on the march, 
he is ever among; the men, with a kind and 
cheering word for every company; a pleasant 
look, or a kind salute, or hearty" grasp of the 
hand for every officer or private with whom he 
is brought on" speaking terms by business; and 
in a fight he is always at the ftont of the column, 
in the thickest of the danger, encouraging his 
soldiers by cheering word and fearless deed. lie 
takes soldier's fare with the rest, asking no better 
food, and no more luxurious bed than the 
newest-recruited private under his command, 
ll he sees a man without proper shoes or cloth- 
ing, he has that man, with his captain, sent to 
lus own quarters, where the man is served with 
the garments he needs, and the captain receives 
a reprimand that leads him to look more close- 
ly after the comfort of his men in future. 

That such a man should- be the idol of his sol- 
diers is not surprising. The measure of their 
adoration for him words fail to express, though 
the following slightly profane, but uncommonly 
emphatic, statement will perhaps approximate 
it: "We would, every one of us, tight for old 
Mac till hell froze over, audthen die on the ice." 
Which frigid sentiment was cordiallv indorsed 
bj all who heard it uttered. 

General McClellan states in his report that 
during the Peninsular campaign ten severely 
contested and sanguinaiy battles had been 
fought, besides numerous smaller engagements, 
iu which the troops exhibited the most deter- 
mined enthusiasm aud bravery. They submit- 
ted to exposure, sickness, and cveu death, 
without a murmur. Indeed, they had become 
teterar.s iu their country's cause, and richly 
deseivcd the warm commendation of the Gov- 
ernment. It was iu view of these facts that at 
the close of the campaign it seemed to him an 
appropriate occasion for the Geuoral-in-Chicf to 
give, in general orders, some appreciative ex- 
pression of the services of the army while upon 
the Peninsula. Accordingly McClellan sent 
him the following despatch, to which no answer 
or recognition was ever given:

The insulted army aud its commander return- 
ed to the defences of Washington; the men were 
scattered under other officers end he left with 
cai ccly a stair or body-guard until Pope was 
hurled hack beaten, aud then McClellan was re- 
called to coinman i, and iu about two weeks he 
whipped Lee's army at Antietam and drove the 
enemy across the Potomac and down the She- 
nandoah valley. A few days after these events 
the General w rote this letter to Bishop Whip- 
ple: 

— Headquarters Army of tiik Po"ron.AC. 

My Dear Bishop: Will you do me the favor to 
perform Divine Service in my camp this even- 
ing. If you can give me a couple of hours' no- 
tice, I shall lie glad of it, that I may be able to 
inform the corps in the vicinity. After the great 
success that God has vouchsafed us, I feel tint 
we cannot do less than avail ourselves of the 
first opportunity to render to Him the thanks 
that arc due to Him alone. I, for one, feel that 
the great result is the result of His grc;»t 
mercy; and would be glad that you should be 
the medium to offer the thanks I feel due from 
this army aud from the country. Earnestly 
hoping yen will accede to my request, 
I am, very respectfully, 
Your humble servant, 
GEO. B. MoCLELLAN, Maj. Geu. Com'g. 
This indicates the fatherly anxiety and Chris- 
tian solicitude of Geu. McClellan for his men, 
and the following sho ws how he was regarded 
by his soldiers: 

Frederick, Sept. 2T, 18(12. 
My Di'AR General: I have spent the dav in 
visiting your brave boys who are iu the hospital 
here. I had the privilege to visit the wayside 
hospitals, between here and the camps. I am 
sure it will gladden your heart, and it surely did 
my own, to see the great love they have to'you. 
W hen I told them how tenderly you had spoken 
of them, and how you knelt with me iu prayer 
for God's blessing upon them, many a brave 
fellow wept for joy; and on every side I heard, 
"God bless the General," while here aud there 
some veteran claimed the privilege to say, "God 
bless little Mac." I had the opportuuitv to com- 
mend some <1\ ing men to God, aud to whisper 
the Saviour's same in their ear for the last 
journey. 

If I did not fear of wearying you, I could 
write an hour, telling you of woitls of loving 
confidence sjjoken by these brave sufferers who 
have been with you in good aud evil report. I 
will not. But ' I cannot close without telling 
you how sweet is the remembrance of the pleas- 
ant service held in your camp, nor to assure you 
that it is a pleasure even- day to ask God to 
bless you. Your way is rough. BCany do not 
know you; many are jealous of your" success; 
many will.try to fetteryou; but let no cloud above 
or thorn beneath trouble you. Above you is 
God our Father, Christ our Saviour, the Holy 
Ghost our Comforter. God will hear our 
pravcrs. It may be a weary, foot-sore way, but 
there is light bevond. God bless you.

He Was found guilty of deser- 
tion, and sentenced by the court ''to be shot to 
death with musketry, at such time and place as 
the commanding General may direct." Major-

of the Ohio, has approved the finding and th» 
^sentence, and ordered the execution to take 
ace at Louisville,- Ky., on the Cth day of No- 
Imbcr, 1864. Before the same court, and on 
r the same charge, was arraigned and tried pri- 
vate Caleb Ingram, company C 1st Kentucky 
volunteer light artillery. Ills Hading and en- 
teuce is the same. 

Before a general court-martial convened at 
Louisville, Ky., April 4, 1864, of which Lieut. - 
Colonel E. Burns, 16th Kentucky volunteer ' in- 
fantry, was President, were separately arraigned 
and tried private Samuel Laird, company E. 2d 
Ohio volunteer heavy artillery, and corporal J. 
W. Parker, company K, 20th Kentucky volun- 
teer infantry. They were found guilty of deser- 
tion, and are sentenced to be shot on the Gfh of 
November, 18GI. Before the genernl court- 
martial convened at Louisville on the 21th of 
February, of which Lieutenant-Colonel 

Robert Vaughan, 17th Kentucky voluutecr in- 
fantry, was President, private Thomas Caine, 
company L, 5th regimont Kentucky volunteer 
cavalry, was tried and found guilty of desertion. 
His finding and sentence "to be shot to death,"

Bon hmmuui^ Raid. — We have < 
taincd some additional particulars of the opera- 
tions of the rebels who made a dash into Wil- 
llamstown, Grant county, in this State, on 
Tuesday last. The force numbered just thirty- 
two men, under the command of Colonel Bob 
Breckinridge, son of the Rev. Robert J. Breck- 
inridge. Major Theophilus Steele, who, like 
Breckinridge, claims to be regularly commis- 
sioned by the Confederate Government, and 
Mose Webster, the notorious guerilla chief, 
were also in the party. Steele is a son-in-law 
of Dr. Breckinridge. The object of the rebels 
in visiting Williamstown was to capture a 
large sum of money belonging to the Govern- 
ment, which they had heard was in the safe in 
Mr. N. C. Tunis 's store. Mose Webster, with 
the assistance of a few of hie cntthroats, broke 
open the safe, but did not find the much-coveted 
prize. The only funds they got was about thir- 
ty dollars, belonging to Mr. Tunis. They made 
a clean sweep, however, of his stock of goods. 
Mr. Tunis estimates his loss at about $2,000. 
The principal articles taken were hats, blankets, 
undershirts, boots, shoes, pocket-cutlery, Ac. 
They also obtained about thirty United States 
muskets, which were stored iu Mr. Tunis 's 
warehouse. The rebels entered Williamstown 
between three and four o'clock in the morning. 
Most of the citizens, upon being made aware of 
their presence, lied to the adjacent woods and 
fields for safety. The conduct of a little boy 
named Billy Beard, on the occasion, is worthy 
of the highest praise. He slipped out of bed 
while his uncle was delivering up his gun to the 
guerillas, and, mounting a horse, rode post- 
haste to Falmouth, on the Kentucky Central 
Railroad, a distance of eighteen miles, and tele- 
graphed to General Burbridge. at Lexington, 
apprising him of what was going on at Wil- 
liamstown. The General immediately ordered 
a company, stationed at Falmouth, to go in 
pursuit of the rebels. They had several hours 
the start, however, going in the direction of the 
Eagle Hills, in Owen county, with their booty, 
aud it is not probable that they were overtaken. 
It was rumored on the streets of Covington on 
Thursday night that the company sent out from 
Falmouth in pursuit of the rebels had been cap- 
tured.

— Oue day last week a youth, a resi- 
dent of Owensboro, says the Monitor, under the 
impulse of an over-dose of mean whiskey, in- 
formally joined himself to the Confederate forces 
occupying the town.

Encoun- 
tering one of our venerable clergymen, he 
hailed him with the announcement concerning 
himself: "Hallo, Parson, here's the devil's 

Jacks ." The parson cast a look upon him. 

as much as to say, if you don't mend your ways 
the devil will sooner or later get his own. We 
learn when his whiskey died in him his heroism 
died also, and that his career as I warrior ended 
with his drunken carousal on our streets.

Thu trial of Col. North, Lcvichen, lad Morris, 
was tesuinc'ci this morninir before the United 
States Commission, of which Gen. Uotililcdav 
i6 President. Mr. Gillett, for the defeutc, re- 
plied, still pleading to the jurisdiction of the 
court, to the arj^imcnt of Judge Advocate Fos- 
ter. He held that the Dorr case in Khode Island, 
ami the Vallandicham case, both of which were 
referred to yesterday by the Judge Advoeatc,werc 
by no meant similar to the preseut one. There 
was no resemblance between the case of Vul- 
lr.ndigham and that of Col. North and those 
charged with him. Mr. Gillett then proceeded 
to combat the provisions of the Constitution, 
which was one of peace, and said tbey were 
necessarily suspended. The extent of tlie sus- 
pension had notliing to do with the question 
before the court. 

The lcarneel Judije Advocate told the Court 
that it was tor the Government to prefect sol- 
diers against fraud and in all their rights. It 
was right for the (iovemmcnt to protect soldiers 
in relation to all their rights. To vote is a rela- 
tion springing out of a local law of a State. It 
is a right of a man as a citizen, not a soldier. 
Government may properlvhave laws preventing 
the sale of liquor to soldiers, and preventing 
any one from inducing them to sell their clothes 
and anus, but it has no authority in war or 
peace to attempt a sinqiension or control over 
civil rights. Therefore, when the State of New 
York, as a commonwealth, passed laws in rela- 
tion to certain rights, it doe.-, not give the gene- 
ral government coutrol over such rights. 

In this case a crime has been committed. It 
is against the civil right of soldiers, and against 
the laws of New York, and a rcmcdv is to be 
found under the laws of that State. A number 
of authorities were read to show that the United 
Stales bad no common law in relation to crimi- 
nal matters which could be resorted to iu this 
and similar cases. That the New York tribunal 
had no power to try causes arising under the 
statute laws of the Statei, aud that no court had 
jurisdiction except such at given it by the pow- 
er cioUins the court. 

Mr. Gillett also quoted the act of Congress of 
March ■'. I ->,::. and argued from il that Congrc-s 
itself dlrccled what should be done with pris- 
oners of state as distinguished from prisoners of 
w ar. How are the accused prisoners of a mili- 
tary character? Tltey were not in the service. 
Did the fact of their arrest and imprisonment 
make them subject to military authority? It Is 
clear that ;!ie accused are either state 6r politi- 
cal prisoners; If they are political prisoners, 
then Ibis tribunal has no jurisdiction over thenu 



diction. 

The ca=c of Yallandigham, which had been 
refined, differed from this case in that Mr. V. 
violated a known law which had been publishi*!. 
and the consequences of the violation of which 
were well known to him, but Colonel North and 
the e charged with h'uu knew of no fara that 
cocld arraign them before a military tribunal. 
If there was tnefa a law, it was expost facto, and 
consequently unconstitutional. 

Colonel Foster, in reply, again referred to the 
Yallandigham case, and said the United Stales 
Circuit Court of Ohio refused to grant an appli- 
cation for habeas corpus for two reasons: 1-t. 
That they had no power to review the decisions 
of a military court; and, 2d, That such military 
court had not exceeded Us jurisdiction. 

Col. Foster argued that, under the constltu- 
lloo, many of its provisions had to yield to the 
Safety of the whole people. Kvce in time of peace 
private property may be seized for the public 
good ; and shall It be said that greater power is 
not conferred in time of war? It is apparent 
that Congress has unlimited powers in declar- 
ing and carrying on war, and the President has 
the power to indicate the mode whereby war 
shall be carried on. In times of war, when the 
peae-c powers of the constitution conllict with 
its war powera, the former must give way to 
the lalter. The President may, with nerfect le- 
gality, use extraordinary powers, and such as 
mat teem to be best in couductiug war ; aud 
lie must, in accordance with his oath of olti'-e, 
do all in his power to bring war to a successful 
clo.-e. In ibis way the laws of peace must ucc- 
BjearOy be made to give way, and whit is 
known as martial law is substituted. Col. Fos- 
ter also again refe ried to the Dorr case in Rhode 
Island, aud argued from it that the war jiowcrs 
of the Piesident are unlimited, and that in Ubm 
of actual war the President may use extraordi- 
nary measure!. . 

Col. Foster continued, by arguing that war 
power was strictly constitutional, and quoted 
from various authorities in support of his arg'i- 
uieiit: he said if the arguments of counsel for 
the defendants were correct, then if Lee or 
Longstrcet were captured they ooold not lie 
tried except by regular indictment by the gran.! 
jury and trial before petit jurors. In the Mexi- 
can war, Scott established military tribunals, 
aud made statutes so as to prevail there. Could 
it lie said that this action was illegal? an 1 v. i 
it would be impossible to riolnt out a clause of 
the Constitution giving Gcu. Scott such power. 
Tlie President, in January last, ordered a mili- 
tary commission to be convened for the trial ol 
such cases as should come before it. This case 
of Sam North and others was sent to this com- 
mission by the Appellate Court, and consequent- 
ly this commission has uo authoritv to say they 
have no jurisdiction iu this ease. The argutneul 
w as continued at length. 

The court then took a recess till 3 P. M. 

Ixni.tNArous, Nov. 4. 

Horace Hefl'ren, Deputy Grand Comman- 
der of tho Order of Sons of Liberty in In- 
diana, who for some weeks has been on trial 
here for participation iu a trcasonanablc con- 
spiracy, to-day turned State's evidence, and 
made a startling revelation of schemes of the 
ortler. He said nobody but Democrats had 
e\er been admitted into the order or would be 
if they applied, and confirmed previous evi- 
dences of a military organization in the order 
and of the appointment of a Major-Geucral to 
command it. Dr. Bowles, one of the accused, 
was Ci'inninnder-:n-Chief. with a staff, of which 
Dr. Jan.es Wilson, recently arrested, was Adju- 
tant-General. He said that a committee of thir- 
Iciiiswas appointed to prepare for an insurrec- 
tion, and that this insurrection was intended to 
release the rebtj] prisoners in the northwes-, 
arm them from the Government arsenals, over- 
turn the State government, kill Gov. Morton or 
hold him as hostage for captured insurrection- 
ist", and then form the northwestlnto a separate 
Confederacy orattach it to the rebel Ce nlederacy. 
He said he was told by Adjutant-General 
Wilson that $".00,000 had been sent by rebel 
agents in Canada Info the Northwest to purchase 
arms for the order; that £< >00,W0 had been left 
in Indiana in the hands of Dodd and John C. 
Walker, State agents. Wilson showed Hclfreu 
$1,000 he had received from Bowles to buy 
arms in Washington couutv. Hellren further 
swore tha' a committee of thirteen hud ap- 
pointed ten men to kill Gov. Morton. A few 
days siuce.lhe Governor received a letter, signed 
by oue of the men, declaring that the writer 
and his associates were sworn to kill him, and 
would do it. Hefl'ren 'a revelations astounded 
the- court, though prepared by ] ret i >us evidence 
for a part of It. If Gov. Morton was killed, Dr. 
AtLou, Secretary of State, aud a member of the 
order was to talie his place, as provided by law 
in case of ihc death or disability of the Governor 
or Lieutenant-Governor.

LETTER FROM ATLANTA, OA. 

Atlauta, Ga., Oc». 24 18b*. 
There can be no ereater pleasure enjorefl by 
• soldier than that which he experience" while 
leading a letter from home. There, wuhin a 
little circle of hnmble, truitine hearts, the Im- 
age of liia own finds a holy, happy resting 
place; and those which surround it lore to be- 
stow upon it erery treasure of affection which 
they possess, receiving in return eren more than 
Xhe'r hare offered. 

During the past month I have enaearorcd to 
bring myself to the belief that newspapers, to 
nn armT, are the same in general Interest and 
importance that priv ate letters are to private in- 
diTiduals. It is needless to say that I hare met 
with total failure in each attempt, and genuine 
discouragement in every effort whlen I hare 
jnade toward a renewal of the subject. 

I hare received my »romptings to indulge m 
a deliberation upon this matter, mainly because 
no newspapers have been received since about 
the 25th ult., and partly from the fact that all 
mails, either to or from the North, kad reposed 
quietly in their respective post-offices, awaiting 
tnat transportation which continued to look so 
distant from the», as each day was snccecded 
by its fellow; and each report concerning the 
condition of onr line af communication varied 
»o widely from that which preceded it. 
noon's Anwvrr to pt.axk sitkrmaw. 

While our forces were lying quietly and 
peacefully in and around the city of Atlanta, 
and while the designated officers were proceed- 
ing with the details of the ten days' truce, which 
ended on the 22d ult., the rebel commander, i 
with that low ennning which has characterized 
his whole course since the really able Johnston ■ 
waa removed, felt prompted to catch the hero 
of a whole campaign of brilliant successes nap- 
ping, lie therefore gathered together his 
forces, supplies, aud whole available Strength, 
and sccictlv, as he thought, crossed the Chatta- 
hoochie river, in order that he might operate 
upon its notthera side. But the argus eye of 
our commander, unceasing and unwaver- 
ing in Its vigilance, immediately detected j 
the movement and its object, and ; 
the proper measures were taken to warmly re- \ 
ceive and briskly entertain the gentleman and j 
those who accompanied him. The movements 
of our forces, in order to intercept and capture 
the rebel army, as well as the gallant defence of 
the garrison at Alatoona. are already well 
known, not onlv here, bnt in the North. Sher- 
man's congratulatory order to the garrison is 
filled with ahnndant evidence of his ardent ap- 
preciation of the gallant conduct of the brave 
defenders of this important post, aud 
thrills Hie hearts of all who have 
pcrnsed it; as the feelings which called it 
into existence must, have operated with eoual 
power upon him from whom it emanated. It is 
true tlss rebels succeeded in cutting ou" for a 
time all commnnication betwoea Atlanta and 
the North; that they destroyed the railroad it- 
self a distance of fifteen or twenty miles, but the 
loss which they sustained in every field upon 
■Rhich thev offered, or were obliged to give b.it- 
tle, more thaa compensated for the trifling in- 
convenience which we sustained, and plainlv 
exhibited to all the truth that such efforts, while 
thev in no wi«e diminished onr own strength, 
only served to weaken them, and disorder 
the ranks which stood opposed to us. 
Can any one believe, after the Ies«on which thev 
have so well and nuieklv learned, that the rebels 
will send forward a similar expedition? If one 
person can be found so credulous, it will be nec- 
essary only to point him to the present condi- 
tion of that traitor horde, huddled together 
to-dat In Alabama, and looking, with anxious 
and apprehensive eyes, for some certain method 
of egress from their perilous and extremely 
straitened siln ition. Il is aaelead for the army 
under Hood to attempt to compete with that of 
Sherman for the superiority, or to attempt to 
force the hitter from the position which he has 
so seenrelv taken. 

The rebel General evidently intended to sever 
onr railrond communication for so long a time 
that the Union army would be o impelled to give 
np Atlanta in order to avoid starvation; but ths 
keen foresight of Sherman is-herc prominently 
brought before the eyes of all. Evidently an- 
ticipating difficulties of this or a similar nature 
lu the bee inning, he fills Atlanta with an abund- 
ance of prov isions and an extraordinary amount 
of military supplies of all descriptions. lie 
knows that he may need all these, even should 
no such emergency arise as the one which he 
Las so successfully met and combatted. 

No harm could be done by transporting sup- 
plies: even thoush he should store every house 
In Atlanta with them to its utmost capacity — Mr 
bis army waa here to defend them, and, though 
the even Is of the future might not demand that 
they should exhibit their prowess in such a 
combat, still, should they not do so, th> v could 
at least consume tbem all the same as If thev had 
been brought hither by the ordinary method, 
subject to the vexations delays which are sure 
to occur upon soextended a line of COmmunlca- 
tlon,and passing, as thev would be obliged to, 
through so manv different hands. What kind- 
ly feelings must Hood have entertained toward 
this great army! What a head to plan so 
mightv an achievement, and yet how weak an 
arm with which to bring the scheme to a suc- 
cessful termination! While all must admire the 
genius which bestows upon us Its most generous 
thoughts and benevolent intentions, none will 
fail to regret the weakness and inability which 
Is bronght into requisition in order that those 
intentions may be carried into execution, and 
those high-toned thoughts be bestowed to so 
little purpose. 

Kxri'.nrnoxs rx axttxatvq of foraor. 

While we have found it inconvenient to per- 
mit the rebel army to occupy a position north of 
ns, its temporary absence from the direction in 
which we have always been in the haBit of look- 
ing for It; has been in some respects advanta- 
geous to our forces, Since the 12th Inst, three ex- 
peditions have gone out for the purpose of sup- 
plying our horses and mules with that subsist- 
ence which the rebel country below us could 
easily afford, and which those who sought fur it 
found no difficulty in helicving they had a per- 
fect right to, and therefore took possession of. 
General Gearv, of the 2oth corps, commanded 
the first expedition; Colonel Robertson, of the 3d 
brigade, lat division, the second: and Colonel 
Dustin, of the 3d division, the third. In each 
of these enterprises the most complete success 
attended the efforts of those engaged in them. 
On the 2<)th Inst, six hundred and thirty wagons 
fully loaded were brought safelv into the city, 
besides a herd of fifty tine cattle, one hundred 
and flftv good horses and mules, and about the 
same number of able-bodied negroes, who were 
immediately placed in the commissary and oth- 
er departments, relieving the same number of 
soldiers, who were thus permitted to return to 
their respective regiments, from which they 
had been detailed. Sweet potatoes in great 
abundance were secured by the men of the com- 
mand, who have been regaling themselves upon 
the luxury for a week past. 

TirE KOUTK TAKES. 

When the command, led by Colonel Robert- 
son, left the city, it took the Decatur road, and 
proceeded to a small village called Panthers- 
ville, in DeKalb county; from thence the march 
was made, on the right bank of South river, to 
a small hamlet called Flat Koek, which tikes 
its name from a single rock of granite, perfect- 
ly flat upon its surface, and ot about the 
area of a ten-acre field. Here the 
lorcea were divided into two parts, one 
of which crossed Sou'h river, and went 
as far as Lithonia, on the Augusta Railroad; the 
other proceeding to within about twelve miles 
of Jonesboro and fifteen of Covington, on the 
McDotiough road. Even-where that these par- 
ties penetrated the utmost plenty prevailed. 
The fields were teeming with corn ripe for tho 
harvest. Gardens, well conducted and cared 
for, were filled with vegetables; while the or- 
chards, wherever found, were laden with lus- 
cious and toothsome fruit. To all these things 
did our men cheerfully and gladly assist them- 
selves, and on their return, their hearts and 
stomachs being equally filled, failed not to give 
forth their inevitable testimony of completo 
satisfaction at the prosperous state of affairs. 

From those who accompanied the expedition, 
I learn that the country is much more suitable 
for agricultural purposes than that in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Atlanta. The ground, 
though somewhat broken, can be rendered 
abundantly fertile, and capable of producing 
almost everything which, in the vallevs of tho 
North and West, it la the pride of the husband- 
man to cultivate to its highest degree of per- 
fection. 

Little Rock Mountain Is but a short distance 
from the village of Flat Rock, aud is described 
as one solid mass of granite The scenery 
possesses many charms. The eve never wearies 
of gazing upon the many beauties of landscape, 
and at the delights which nature has prepared 
for the vision of the stranger with so lavish a 
hand. At the foot of this mountain South riv- 
er, a clear, shallow, vet prettv stream, flows 
over a portion of Flat Rock.' Its depth, not 
more than three inches at Its deepest spot, is 
plainly visible from one side of the river to the 
other. No fissure in any portion of this vast rock 
breaks the s aaoothness of the waters as thev glide 
noiselessly aud rapidly over the solid bottom- no 
jut or uneven place breaks tho harmonv 
or regularity of tho movement ot the 
clear liquid in its onward course To look at 
such a scene of beauty as this would not easilv 
nor quickly weary the aye of an admirer af na- 
ture's charms, nor would his departure from its 
presence cause him as much pleasure as regret. 
Far off in the dim distance, and immediately to 
the north, stands Stono Mountain, whose state- 
ly summit can be easily discerned at a distance 
of fifteen miles, and whose nigged faco has 
always succeeded in gladdening the eve of those 
who have journcved through this favored 
country. 

The following document I do not remember 
to have 6ccn in any Northern paper, and in no 
Southern sheet until to-dav. The paper (Au- 
gutta Chronicle and Sentinel, of the 10th of 
August) was bronght in bv an officer who ac- 
companied the expedition that returned to-day, 
and attrscted his attention by the significant 
anguHge it contained in the order which was 
Issued by Governor Brown:

'•It Is very desirable that aa large a number at 

possible from these and other counties In North- 
eastern Georgia mount themselves on horses 
and form Into cavalry companies, and use shot- 
guns, pistols, and such other weapons as they 
can command. 

"All who cannot get horses, and who prefer It, 
can volunteer and form themselves Into com- 
panies under officers of their own selection, and 
will report, with their officers, to the officer 
appointed by General Hood. 

"AU who "refuso to join volunteer companies 
are required to report as militia under the laws 
of the State. 

"The statute of Georgia declares that every 
man who refuses to respond to this or any sim- 
ilar order, shall be treated as a deserter. 

"It will be but a short time till courts-martial 
can be ordered in the respective counties for the 
trial of such. 

"All are expected to use their own arms when 
they have them. Those without arms will l>e 
supplied when they are required to render 
service. 

"When In service or on active dutv, nndcr an 
officer having a commission from this State, or 
having an order from General Hood to assume 
command, they will be entitled to all the pro- 
tection of prisoners of war In case of capture bv 
the enemy. 

"We have enough of Federal prisoners to en- 
able us, bv prompt retaliation, if necessary, to 
compel the Federal authorities to resrect your 
rights as prisoners in case of capture. 

"Gen. Hood'o armv is now beiug rapidly re- 
inforced. The militia of the whole 8tate not 
within the lines of the enemy, are responding 
with a unanimity. promptness;an< cheerfulness, 
seldom equalled m the history of the world. 

"It Is hoped that Gen. G. W. Smith's com- 
mand, composed of Stats militia, who have thus 
far done the service of veteraas in every ight, 
and have never once flinched, will soon amount 
to abont thirty thousand effective men. Georgia 
Is determined at all hazards and at every 
sacrifice to drive the invader from her sacred 
soil. In this Important consummation you are 
expected at the proper moment to act a useful 
part In freeing your homes of the presence of 
the hated foe 

"It is expected that patriotism, a sense of duty, 
and a desire to drive the enemy from your 
homes, will be the only incentives to induce 
prompt action! 

"Colonel Dobba and Colonel Rogers, mv 
Aides-de-camp, are charged specially with the 
execution of these orders. They will commu- 
nicate with and give orders to such officers aa 
mav remain in or be sent to the counties. 

"If you are determined to be freeman, act 
promptly and vigorously, as your brethren In 
other parts of the State are doing, and the day 
of deliverance is near a*, hand. 

"JOSEPH E. BROWN." 

If any one will take the trouble to examine 
the map of Georgia, he will observe that all the 
counties to whom this order is addressed lie 
either directly on the lino of our railroad com- 
munication or in the immediate neighborhhood 
of the same; that the object of Brown in issuing 
this order must have been to organize bands of 
murderous guerillas, through whose hellish 
exertions our trains might be wavlaid and 11 red 
into, and a jnost heathenish system of opera- 
tions conducted. This order may explain why 
so many Interruptions occurred on the railroad 
shortly after it was Issued, and is a fitting speci- 
men of the malignant spirits who abound in the 
high places of rebeldom. Such an order, if 
used by a Northern Governor, and with the In- 
tention of transforming peaceful citizens into 
roving bands of cruel, blood-thirstv bush- 
whackers and robbers, wou'd be the signal for 
a spontaneous outburst of indignation aud an 
unmistakable token of disapproval. 

TIIK CTTY. 

Every department of city government Is un- 
der the control of able men. and consequently 
Is smoothly and silently gliding onward. 

But even in a city which can now boast so 
much of the perfection of its system, an 1 tho 
vigor of its government, there are manv things 
daily and hourlv transpiring which are the 
means of disgracing anv city, and of causing 
its citizens to sorrow at the depravity of their 
fellows. I presume it is impossible to prevent 
gaming within the lines of an armv bo exten- 
sive as Ibis; consequently those who pay par- 
ticular attention to the business of fleecing sol- 
diers are having a very profitable time of it. 
The military authorities cannot be aware of the 
extent of this evil, or measures certainly would 
be taken to punish those who pursue this busi- 
ness, and no other. 

KK.viov.vt, Of sick A*n wnrxrmo. 

yesterdav, while passing down the railroad, I 
T<t tlced a train standing in the neighborhood of 
Field Hospital, Department of the Cussberland, 
and. on inquiring, learned that an order had 
been received directing all surgeons to send the 
sick and wounded under their care north of tho 
Tennessee river. Surgeon E. L. Bissell, formerly 
of the ">th Connecticut, was superintending the 
transportation of patients from this hospital, 
and right well did he perform his part. Everv- 
th'ng which the mr-st generous feelings of hu- 
manity could prompt him to bring Into requisi- 
tion was provided for the comfort, convenience, 
and happiness of those who were about to start 
upon their weary jeuracv. 

This rentlcfoan, theug hcomparatively a young 
man, has found a prominent place among the 
surgeons of the army. The, experience of 
three years with soldiers, and in every depart- 
ment of his profession, coupled with an un- 
erring judgment and thorough knowledge of 
his duties, have called the attentiou of all who 
can appreciate merit and recognize skill. 

With Surgeons Woodworth and Bissell in 
command, the Field Hospital of the Cumber- 
laud army cannot fail to achieve distinction.

Doos and Doo Laws. — A writer in Moore's 
Rural New Yorker gives some curious statistics 
in regard to dogs, and advocates a tax on these 
animals sufficient to root them out of existence. 
The writer says that lh Munich each quarter is 
obliged to send alii ts dogs to the police on a cer- 
tain day, twice every year If found in health, 
the dog receives a ticket which he wears round 
his neck; if old or unsound, he is condemned to 
death. Any dog without a ticket is liable to 
suffer death. In this country there is an annual 
slaughter of dogs in every city, in dofault of 
muzzling in obedience to municipal regulations. 

The cost of keeping dogs is an annual sum, 
the proportions of which are something enor- 
mous, aud, if the number of dogs was not re- 
duced by "artificial methods," the inundations 
of canines would litter-nlly devour the sub- 
stance of the country. And these would repre- 
sent even- imagiuable grade of caniuo miscege- 
nation— gaunt, lank-faced, and straight-tailed, 
like their Northern progenitors, the wolf, vora- 
cious, mean-spirited, unsightly as the jackals, 
from which some species have descended; and 
every imaginable shade of intermixture between 
the two types, and between the myriad sub- 
species, which were produced first by tho modi- 
fications of climate and conditions, and then 
permanently fixed by breeding. 
Some of the statistics of dogs arc as follows: 
In Ohio the official enumeration of 1*32 foots 
up 174,400 animals; that of 1803, 138,167. Intel- 
ligent members of tho recent wool conveution 
e.-timstcd tho real numbers at 500,000. This 
would be ono to every family, or one to every 
five inhabitants; tho official census makes one 
to every thirteen. 

Massachusetts had about 100,000 dogs in 
18j3 — fully one to every twelve of the human 
population — a very large proportion for a State 
made up of cities and villages, full of practical 
and sensible people, most of them having no 
more use for a dog than for a real wolf or a 
veritable jackal. 

Little Rhode Island has had C.815 dogs upon 
its tax lirt — a fact which furnishes a very safe 
guarantee of a proportion fully as large as that 
of Massachusetts. 

Iu western and frontier States the proportion 
is greatly in excess of that of Ohio. In so old 
and thickly a actlicd State as New York il is 
also large. A ccnt-us of dogs in Cayuga county 
exldbits among a human population of Oi,000 
no less than 13,000 dogs, almost oue to four, 
fully equal to the half million estimate of Ohio, 
which, as a central Stat* of medium popula- 
tion, may fairly be taken as a basis for a na- 
tional estimate. Now, Ohio has not exceeding 
one-tenth of the population of thu States actu- 
ally under Federal authority. Upon tho high- 
est estimate for that State, tho dogs of the loyal 
States Would therefore number five millions. 
But to make a moderate estimate, which cannot 
be gainsav ed, and which is probably h'.ss than 
the actual number, let us fix it at three millions. 
What U the board of these threo millions, of 
dogs worth? 

In Washington sportsmen's dogs, which are 
of medium size, and fairly representative of the 
medium feeding capacity, are boarded at two 
dollars per week. In other places the price is 
less. Throughout the country, taking the range, 
of city and country, seaboard and frontier, tho 
price of boarding varies from fifty ceuts to two 
dollars. H wo acknowledge tho possibility of 
profit in such boarding, and accept tho lowest 
price named— if we go further and make allow- 
ance for farmers who feed their dogs on meat 
produced by themselves, and call it twenty-five 
cents per week, or the paltry doling out of a 
microscopic cent's worth at each meal, tho 
average cost of a dog's keeping for a year will 
be $13. 

The assertion of a farmer that his dog's keep- 
ing costs him nothing will not bear examina- 
tion. Farmers who buy little, yet live woll, do 
not know what their living really costs. Their 
-urplus products find a ready market; every- 
thing they cats represents tho price for which it 
might bo sold— not the city price but the home 
value. There is no need of waste in a family 
sufficient to keep a pack of dogs, or even a sin- 
gle dog; they will not cat vegetables, except 
perhaps potatoes saturated with grease,' to pre- 
vent starvation; aud meat is now au expensive 



commodity. Besides, this waste, of whatever 
kind, is all available and valuable for pigs. 

Then, In view of the price paid for boarding 
dogs, the cost of keeping large numbers of thorn 
In cities, their exclusive consumption of meat, 
aud even of a comparison with the value of 
"waste" fed to hogs, let the estimate of twenty- 
five ccnt9 per week be reduced nearly twenty- 
Eve per cent, and let dog rations be eommuted 
at less than a cent per meal, and call the gener- 
al average throughout the land ten dollars per 
vear; then the keeping of three millions of 
dogs of the loyal States would be $30, 000,000, 

The loss of sheep by dogs may be closely ap- 
proximated. For a series of years. In Ohio, 
the average of accertaincd damages was $111,- 
548 per year, when sheep were very low In price. 
In 1?£3 the ascertained lore was $144,033. The 
Secretary of the New York State Agricul- 
tural Society ektlmates the loss In 1862 at 
JO.OOU sheep, worth tl7J,000. This is a larger 
loss than that of Ohio, with a less number 
of sheep, ■gher proportional estimates 
than thai of Ohio have also been made for 
Maine, These are Eastern Stales; the Western 
States are still mure exposed to ths ravages of 
dogs. Then it is a moderate assumption to 
take Ohio as a basis for the country. As Ohio 
had 4,4 18,22!. sheep in 186S, the loyal States 23,- 
000,000 In round numbers, and the average loss 
of that State was 40,764, the cnllro loss would 
be 223,102 in killed; and a similar calculation 
upon the basis of 25,483 Injured In Ohio would 
t-how a total of 143,210 maimed. At the present 
prices of sheep, an average for the entire coun- 
try cannot reasonably her placed at less than 
fiTt dollars, which would make the total loss 
In killed $1,145,510. Ths damage to the re- 
mainder has generally averaged in Ohio about 
three-'ftlii of the value of the animal. This 
would make the total loss of sheep Injured 
f429,657; total loss of killed and inured $1,575,- 
167. No addition Is made for Increase of sheep 
since 18C2 (at least 30,000,000 instead of 25,000,- 
000); let the growii.f watchfulness of their in- 
terest and Increasing restraint upon dogs be 
allowed to counterbalance sneh increase. 

The acceunt against dogs, thus far made out, 
stands as follows :

Total 931,570,167 

It is not considered unreasonable to make 
uearly as large an estimate for cost of litigation 
occasioned, for cattle bitten, hogs worried, 
fowls killed, eggs eaten, gardens injured, and 
other losses, as for damages done to sheep; and 
it may be a much larger item. The entire cost 
of dogs to the loyal States may be safely put 
down at $3 3,000,000.

ths oil bnslness Is so original in iu nalure, and 
so little understood outside of the limited district 
known as the "oil regions," I have thought per- 
haps a brief sketch of the process by which the 
light for half the world is obtained from the 
solid rock may not be uninteresting to vour 
readers. But first I will give the location of 
Mcadvilte and its connection with the oil dis- 
trict. This place has been for generations a 
quiet, sleepv borough, snugly ensconced in a 
plcasaBl valley, surround by cultivated hills, 
In Crawford eonnly, of which il is the shire 
town. But Ike opening of the Atlantic and 
Great Wwtern Railway, and the discovery of 
oil hate infused anew element into the old 
burgh, till now it presents a singular eorubina- 
ti./n of the old Dutch town and the New Eug- 
land village. Here are located the Alleghany 
College and Unitarian University, two vonn'g 
but thriving institutions, the first under the fos- 
tering care of the Methodist denomination, and 
the latter, as its name indicates, devoted to the 
interests of the Unitarians. These, with the 
Atlantic and Great Western Railway and the 
buildings and improvements connected therewith 
constitute nearly all there is of interest to the 
stranger here. "The Atlantic and Great Western 
Railway forms a very important link in the pro- 
posed broad gaag'e route from New Tork to St. 
Louis, but as yet everything is new and half 
Il'iished in its appearance throughout its entire 
length, only two permanent station-houses hav- 
ing teen completed. The local bu.-iness is con- 
ducted in tLc mean time as well as it can be in 
temporary roach board buildings hastily erected, 
but which are being replaced by elegant and 
convenient station-houses as faVt as oossihle. 
One of ths permanent depots already completed 
is at this place, and for convenience, neatness, 
and accommodation of the public is probably 
not excelled in this country. Connected with 
this building and forming a part of it is the Mc- 
llenry iionse, having Its magnificent dining- 
room cn the ground floor and opening dire |tb 
from the passenger pUlforrn of the depot. Th'i 
flist class hotel is owned by the railway compa- 
ny and is ender the management of Mr. R. M. 
N. Taylor, formerly resident of Springfield, who 
is also superintendent of all the dining-rooms, 
real and prospective, throughout the whole 
length of the road. 

Where the (Hi it.— Taking the cars of the Erie 
railway at Jersey City the otncll of coai oil greets 
the olfactory organs aud is thenceforward ever 
present. At Salamanca, on the Alleghany river, 
and Indian reservation, 411 miles from New 
York city, the Atlantic and Great Western Rail- 
way forms a junction with the Erie railway. At 
Corry, 60 miles from Salamanca, the Atlantic 
andGreatlWestern Railway intcr-ects and crosses 
the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad, which has a 
branch road called the Oil Creek Railroad, run- 
ning to Titusvllle, '17 miles, on tho eastern bor- 
ders of the oil regions. Ilerc at Corry Is loca- 
ted an extensive coal oil refiner*. From Corryv 
il is 41 miles toMcadville, from which pla >• the 
Franklin Branch railroad extends 28 miles to 
Franklin, on the western borders of the "oil 
district" proper, although there are oil welLs 
along this line several miles above Franklin 
The?c two branch roads form tho outlet br rail 
for the entire products of the oil wells of Penn- 
sylvania. Oil City h a thriving placcin the ten- 
tre of the oil business, which has been created 
by the discovery of oil, and is only reached from 
either Franklin or Titu»rille by roads whfeb. at 
most seasons, are so nad that walking is prefer- 
able to riding except on horseback. At the 
freight depots and on the cars along the road 
we saw many portable steam engines, all on 
their way to the oil region, and much of the 
time it has been impossible to obtain these ma- 
chines fast enough to supply the demand. 

/taring for OU.— The boring ol an oil well is 
conducted as follows: Having procured a port- 
able steam engine, it b located about forty feet 
from the point where the well is to be bored, 
and covered by a rough shanty. Over the pro- 
posed site of the well a derrick is erected, which 
is a Square frame about forty feet hiirh; and per- 
baps ten feet square at the base, and much less 
at the top, supporting a grooved wheel or pulley, 
and provided with a Windlass and crank at the 
base. The crank of the engine Is connected by 
a pitman rod to one end of an immense wooden 
walking beam, which extends to the derrick 
and is pivoted at its centre and frame Rome ten 
or twelve feel from the ground. All the opera- 
tions of boring and pumping are performed by 
the engine operating through this walking beam, 
and the first thing that tells a granger that he 
is Hearing the land of oil is tho universal der- 
rick and board shanty connected by the huge 
wooden timber balanced at its centre, and, when 
in operation, slowly vibrating like the engine 
beam of a steamboat. The word boring, which 
is universally, used, conveys a very erroneous 
idea of the" process of making an oil well, 
which is not boring in any sense, but drilling. 
Kir^t a ra.-t-iron pipe about 5 inches in diameter 
is driven into the ground, one length following 
another till the bottom of the lower length 
strikes solid rock. The earth is removed from 
the interior of this pipe, and then commences 
the labor of making tho well by drilling into the 
rock. A drill about 3 inches in diameter and 3 
feet long is atluched to the end of a rope, and 
the ro[>c is attached to the eud of the walking 
beam, which vibrates up and down, and the 
drilling is done by the weight of thu drill alone. 
By the time an excavation is made as fir as the 
solid rock, tho hole will have more or less 
Water in it, so that the drilling is performed en- 
tirely under water. The drill is connected with 
the iopc by a huge link called a jar, wliieh al- 
lows the drill to strike with its full weight, 
when drawn up and dropped bv the motiou of 
the walking beam. After drilling awhile the 
pulverized rock and water form a mixiuro 
which must bo removed. This is douo by the 
sand pump, which is a copper tube about 5 feel 
long and a little smaller than the drill, having 
its bottom closed bv a valve opening upward and 
Inward. This instrument is attached to alio 
walking beam by a rope the same as the drill 
and set in motion. At each blow the bottom of 
the tube strikes down iuto the sand and water, 
and' a quantity of the mixture passca iuto the 
tube, and by tiiis continued churning the tube 
is liilcd and then drawn out by means of a rope 
r as.-iiig over the pulley at the lop of the derrick, 
llav iiig clcanefj oat the sand the drill is again 
attached to the beam and the drilling resumed. 
As Hie drill can only be turned in the hole by 
turning the rope at the top of the ground, it is 
impossible to drill a hole very nearly round, and 
it is, therefore, necessary to drill a second lime 
with a kind of drill called a reamer, and operated 
the same as the tisst. 

After Striking He. — Supposing that the 
well Is successful aud ''strikes He" in 
a moderate quantity, then a wrought-iron 
pipe, provided with a valve al the bot- 
tom like the lower valve of a pump, is in- 
serted and run down the whole depth, one 
length befcg connected to another by screw 
joints, thus forming a continuous pipe from 
300 to 800 feet long. A metallic pump box, 
c. vcred with leather, is attached to a wooden 
rod and inserted into the pi|>e, one length ol the 
rod being connected to another by screw joints, 
until a length is produced sufficient to carry the 
box nearly to the bottom of the pipe. This 
forms a pump, and, by connecting tho rod to 
the walking beam, whatever is in the pipe is 
pumped out. But it will he scon that, a< the 
well in its downward course probably passes 
through man v springs of water, which is heavier 
than oil, nothing but water would be pumped 
out. To obviate this, we have the never-failing 
"seed-bag," without which the petroleum aris- 
tocracy would look In vain for their princely 
dividends. The "seed-bag" is made of leather 
and filled with llax-sccd. This is put aroitud the 
pipe at such place aa is deemed proper, and 
crowded down with the pipe. As this seed be- 
comes swilled by the water, it forms a water- 
tight packing between the pipe and rock, thus 
separating the oil below from the water above. 
In all pumping wells the substance discharged 
is a mixtnre of oil aud water accompanied by 
more or less gas. Therefore the top of the pipe 
is generally attached to the bottom of a hogs- 
bcadf having a hoad as woll as bottom. From 
abi.ut tho middle of the hogshead on one side a 
pipe extends to a tank at some distance from 
the well, and from the top of the hogshead an- 
other pipe runs to the furnace of tho boiler of 
the engine. Now as the mixture of tho water, 
oil. aud gas is raised into the hogshead, the 
water and oil Hows ofif into the tank, and the 
gas rising into the top of the hogshead passes 
off through the upper pipe to the lurnace 
where it serves as fuel with which to geuerate 
steam. In some cases the flow of gas is so great 
that it is nearly sufficient to run the engine. 
Thus far this description has been confined -to 
pumping wells, i. e., such as do not furnish oil 
in sull'cient abuudance to cause it to flow of its 
own accord. 

The Ftseajagl H'< The pumping wells 
were discovered some three or four years 
ago, but soon afterwards very rich flowing 
wells were discovered which" produced ou 
in such abundance that it was impossible to 
provide receptacles to contain it, and therefore 
the price of oil at the wells was merely nominal, 
several barrels of oil being given for one empty 
barrel. This, of course, ruined the pumping 
wells, but as the uses of oil have multiplied, and 
but few flowing wells have been discovered, the 
price has risen till now the pumping wells are 
again being put in o]>cration. One advantage 
of the pumping wells lies iu the fact that the oil 
obtained from them is much heavier than that 
from the flowing wells, being in some cases 
worth double the price per barrel. In the flow- 
ing wells the only product is gas and oil with- 
out water and the gas is allowed to escape freely. 
The oil as it comes from the well is a dirty look- 
ing greenish viscid fluid, varying iu thickness in 
the different wells, and at present iu price from 
$10 to $.'0 per barrel. 

The Refining Procett. — All the oil as it 
somes from the wells is Impure, aud is 
known as crude oil. This must be refin?d 
before it is suitable for use. These refineries 
are very numerous in a small way, con- 
sisting of merely a stone hut connected with an 
adjacent board shanty by a trough, the whole 
surrounded by a few oil barrels. As the said 
shantv invariably has "no admittance" over the 
door.'I will not attempt to describe the internal 
arrangement, but, instead thereof, will attempt 
a brief description of the extensive refinery at 
Corry, as explained to us by the gentlemanly 
superintendent, Mr. Smith. This establishment 
Is known as the Downer refinery, and is owned 
bv parties in Be .ton who manufactured oil from 
coal previous to the discovery oL oil wells, and 
is probablv the most perfect rellneiy ever con- 
structed. The crude oil, aa it is received from 
the wells, is stored in immense vats under 
ground, from which It Is taken by rotary steam 
pumps and eonveved in pipes to different parts 
of the works. The first operation Is dis- 
tilling, hi which the oil is placed in receiv- 
ers over a coal fire, and tho vapor carried off 
to7» worm, where it is condensed and then 
drawn off. That which first comes off is the 
light oil, and is called naptha. There is no 
dividing line between naptha and oil, but when 



the operator thinks il is hoavy enough he shats 
off the naptha and calls It oil. The oil thus 
obtained by distilling is further purified by a 

course of treatment that also, to some extent, 
deodorizes it. The oil to conveyed from oue 
operation to another by pumps, the conveying 

pipes beiug provided with suitable valves bv 
means of which one set of pumps are enabled 
to lake oil from any part ef the works and con- 
vey It to any other part to which it Is necessary 
that it should be carried, thus avoiding, to a 
great degree, the danger from fire. Lastly it is 
carried to iron tanks iu the barrelling roora, 
where it is barrelled and shipped. The only 
snbstances resulting from the distilling are the 
naptha and oil that pas> off in a vapor, and a 
small amount of coke left in the retort or still. 

Anolhir part of this establishment is devoted 
to the manufacture of lubricating oil for ma- 
chinery. For this purpose the crude oil is first 
Sciijectect to a suitable treatment to refine it, and 
thi n | laced in a room which is a mammoth re- 
Ci • >!or, and in which the temperature is re- 
duced to a very low degree by salt and ice. This 
converts the oil into a thick slush, in which con- 
dition it is placed in stong canvas bags und 
subjec ted to a powerf ul pressure, by which the oil 
is forced through the canvas, leaving a solid 
sill* lance in the bag. This substance is paraf- 
fine, and, wheu broken, separates into thin 
Hakes of a light brown color. The crude par- 
aftine is rent to Boston, where it is refined to 
the pure white article or commerce. 

This whole establishment is constructed of 
briek and iron, and in every way rendered as 
nearly Arc-proof as possible. Two large steam 
boilers supply steam to the pumps, and two- 
inrh steam pipes connect these boilers with 
every part of the works where there Is a liabil- 
ity to fire. There are six furnaces or stills, 
each in a separate fire-proofroom. Atone timo 
the bottom of the retorts gave out when it was 
nearly full of oil, filling the furnace room with 
burning oil to the depth of several iuches. The 
room was Immediately closed, and live steam let 
in from J/ie boilers through a full two-Inch pipe, 
and it was five hours before the flames were sub- 
dued. Steam is the only thing of any avail, as 
the more water is thrown on the more the 
lames seem to rsge. 

The great dUbresM In the quality of the oil In 
the market is due to the difference in the skill of 
the manufacturers, and the time at which it is 
drawn from the still, as the last that comes over 
is darker than the first. Bnt in large manufac- 
tories tltis last difference does not appear in the 
oil as It is shipped, as the oil from the several 
stills is all mixed in one tank, and thus the aver- 
age to about the same. 

Speculation in J'etioiemm. — In a conversa- 
tion on the subject of oil, the other 
day, a reliable gentleman, who was In Cali- 
fornia in her best days, and ts now in the 
oii business, stated that the excitemeut in Cal- 
ifornia over gold was never so great ;is the pres- 
ent excitement over oil wells is Northwestern 
Pennsylvania. Every second man in this sec- 
tion has some interest in an oil well, and ex- 
pects eveiy day something will turn up to make 
hUn independently rich. The story is told of a 
laborer who had been at work by the day in the 
oil regions till he had saved a few dollars. Some- 
parties had been bonng until, becoming dis- 
couraged, offered to sell out for $75, and the la- 
borer, having about that amount, bought the 
claim und vtent to work, and the first day, as 
gi od hick favored him, "struck lie," aud was 
as quickly worth $25,000 or more. All such 
stories arc retailed out to each visitor, but the 
scores of cases where thousands of dollars hive 
been sunk in these deep holes are kept in the 
back-ground. Hundreds of fortunes have been 
made by speculating iu oil territory, and as 
maDy more, perhaps, by operating the wells, 
but wheu it is considered that it costs from four 
to six thousand dollars, on an average, to bore 
a well, and, in the best locations, not more 
than one well iu ten is successful, il is evident 
that it to uotjijat the place for a poor man to 
risk his all. 

Much has been said of shoddy aristocracy, but 
where they have made their hundreds the petro- 
leum aristocracy have mode their thousauds, 
and their attempts to put on airs me ridiculous 
in proportion to the rapidity with which the oil 
haa flowed into their jiockeU or gullible per- 
sons have purchased their bogus oil stocks. 
The, at present, very common practice of 
unking stock companies is applied very exten- 
sively to the oil business, and any person who 
mveete anything in an oil company, without 
a personal acquaintance with the business, 
run- a good risk of sinking his money deeper 
than the bottom of the deepest oil welto. The 
following is the plan of making a company: 
A number of gentlemen get together and agree 
to loitu a company. Somebody is sent to 
Oil Creek to buy some land; it may have oil or 
not; that is immaterial. It to sufficient that 
they own so many acres on Oil Creek. The 
company is then formed, and tho acres which 
cos-t them one hundred thousand dollars arc 
turned iu at a nomiual value of five hundred 
thousand or a million of dollars, and slocks is- 
sued representing a capital of that amount. Part 
of thai slock is disposed of In a way that "will 
tell, '' the remainder put into the hands of skilful 
brokers, and thus thrown upon the market. The 
original operators realize two or three hundred 
thousand dollars by the operation, aud the new 
company to obliged to commence operations on 
the laud, and make something If they can. Pri- 
vate individuals cannot buy land in the oil dis- 
tricts; it is all held by companies or the original 
farmers of the section. These owners grant the 
privilege of boring a well for one-half the oil 
that is obtained. Thus stock in a company 
owning land well located pays immensely, but 
that i» no! the stock that is offered foe sale 
much, and therefore inexperienced speculators 
ihotan keep their eyes open wide.
